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CONFUSION IN CONGRESS. 


RANDALL AND MARSH IN ANGRY 
COLLOQUY. 


The Resumption of the Mackey Election Contest—A 
Wat of Words and a Lost Quorum—A Proposi- 
tion fora Conference Throws the House 

into ;Another Uproar-— Proceedings. 


WaAsHINGTON, May 26.—In the house Mr. 


Calkins, of Indiana, called up the contested 
election case of Mackey vs. Dibble, against 
which Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, raised 
the question of consideration. Dilatory mo- 
tions were submitied by Messrs. Converse, of 
Ohio; Carlisle, Kentucky, and Randall, of 
Pennsylvania; and the house proceeded to 
vote on the question of adjourning: until 
Tuesday next. The vote resulted—yeas 2, 
nays 138. No quorum and a call of the house 
wasordered. After anumberof dilatory mo- 
tions, the monotony of the proceédings was 
broken in upon by Mr. Moore, of Tennessee, 
who, rising to a parliament- 
ary inquiry, said that as . it 
was one of importance, he had 
reduced it to writing, and would ask it to be 
read at the clerk's desk. To this Mr. Kendall 
and Mr. Kenna objected, and Mr. Moore pro- 
ceeded to read it himself, Mr. Randall insist- 
ing that he should only present the point of 
h‘sinquiry. “I respectfully inquire,’ began 
Mr. Moore, ‘‘whether the minority of this 
house, most of whom were lately in rebellion 
against the government,’’ here he was inter- 
rupted with shouts of ‘‘order’’ from the demo- 
cratic side, and the remainder of his in- 
quiry was drowned inthe uproar. It was, 
however, to the effect whether such minority, 
to which the unexampled generosity of the 
government had accorded every privilege of 
citizenship, had the right to block the wheels 
of legislation, because men of the democratic 
party were occupying seats by methods which 
the majority decided to investigate, 

Mr. Randall (indignantly )—We are citizens 
ofthe common couniry, and have as much 
right here as the gentleman from Tennessee. 

Mr. Marsh, of Illinois, (excitedly)—Has the 
gentleman the right “to answer that parlia- 
mentary inquiry? 

Mr. Randall—It was no parliame itary in- 
quiry. It Was an aspersion on certain mem- 
bers of this house on account of their past con 
duct. 

Mr. Marsh—lIt was an inquiry addressed to 
the chuir. 

Mr. Randall, (to Mr. Moore)—The gentle- 
man had better look at home before he throws 
stones elsewhere. 

Mr. Marsh—What right has the gentleman 
to assume to answera parliamentary question 
which was addressed to the chair. 

Mr. Randail—I have every rigut that be- 
longs toa representative and the man. 

Mr. Marsh—That isall you have and that 
you have exceeded when you undertake to 
assert the functions of speaker. 

Mr. Randall—I have asserted nothing ex- 
cept the functions of a man, and that I will 
do in the face of this house as oftea as I see 
fit. 

Throughout this colloquy the house was in 
a state of confusion, and it was some time be- 
fore the repeated rapping of the speaker's 
gavel had the effectof restoring any degree of 
order. When quiet had been obtained the 
speaker stated that neither the gentleman 
from Illinois nor the gentleman ffom Penn- 
sylvania were in order. 

. Mr. Randall (resuming his seat)—I am quite 
aware of that. 

Mr. Marsh—I was asking a parliamentary 
inquiry, and asking that I think was in order. 

The speaker—The chair thinks that the gen- 
tleman was not inorder in presenting that 
inquiry. 

Mr. Marsh—I now rise toa parliamentary 
inquiry, and address it to the chair. 

“The gentleman from Tennessee is an old 
rebel,”’ interpolated Mr. Cox, of New York. 

Mr. Moore—I propounded a_ parliamentary 
inquiry, and before the speaker was permitted 
to answer the ex-speaker of the house assumed 
the right to answer, and the quéstion I pro- 

ose to the chair is whether he was in order? 

Vhether he is authorized in the place of the 

chair to answer a parliamentary inquiry? I 
thought it was in order when I made it be- 
fore. 

The Speaker—The chair thinks if the gen- 
tleman had confined himself to the inquiry, 
he would have been in order, but he proceeded 
to address his remarks to the house, and to 
the gentleman from Pennsylvania, and for 
that reason being responded to in the same 
manner, the chair decided that neither was 
in order. 

Mr. Marsh—I only did so after I was inter- 
rupted by the gentleman from Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Randall—One word— 

Mr. Calkins, (good naturedly). A soft an- 
swer turneth away wrath, a grievous one stir- 
eth anger. 

Mr. Miller, of Pennsylvania—That is not 
all. We want to give the people over there 
something a good deal better than that. 

Mr. Miller’s remarks were lost in the con- 
fusion which his entry into the discussion 
gave rise to, and in the continuous rapping of 
the speaker's gavel. When he had re- 
sumed his seat, the speaker said that 
he allowed the members to indulge in soje 
merriment whenever it did not destroy the 
dignity of the house, but the members must 
not violate the rules wilfully and bring the 
house into disgrace. The chair felt bound to 
state that, without any reference to any indi- 
vidual. [Applause on the democratic side. ] 
Aftersome further debate the matter went 
over, and several roll calls followed on dila- 
tory motions. 

BLACKBURN AS A PEACEMAKER. 

At 3:50 Mr. Blackburn rose and stated that 
he desired to submit a proposition. It was 
after a conference with gentlemen of promi- 
nence on the otherside thathe had _ been re- 
quested by a gentleman on his side to subinit 
a proposition which, even if it should not 
itself be accepted,.would at least answer the 
purpose of bringing the two sides together. to 
an understanding which should be satistac- 
tory to both. The best interests of legisla- 
tion required an adjustment of the pend- 
ing question, and he was sure no 
gentleman on the other side would refuse to 
give the democratic side the credit of having 
inaugurated a movement which looked to 
the unhinging of the deadlock. He then 
otfered a resolution providing for a special 
committee of five members to inquire into 
the authenticity and integrity of all the affi- 
davits, the returns and evidence of whatever 
character produced in the case of Mackey vs. 
4)’Conner, and to inquire into all the deterio 
ration, destructions, loss or mutilation of the 
original notes of the same, or any transcript 
of such notes, what, where and by whom such 
alterations were made or caused to be made. 
The committee is given authority to visit 
such places and compel the production of 
such persons and papers as may be necessary 
to carry out the purposes of their appoint- 
ment, and to sit during the sessions of the 
house. Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, _ said 
‘while he had no possible feeling 
in this matter, yet for the dignity and 
honor of the committee on elections he 
would oppose any proposition looking to 
anything that would reflect on the judgment 
of that committee. He could not, therefore, 
accent the proposition, but he desired to ask the 
consent of the house, that for a few moments 
syime vi Lue republicans should be allowed to 
confer together and see if any counter propo: 
sition might be submi ted that would lend to 
the unhinging of the deadlock. If any

in any way that anything would be done by 


him, Mr. Calkins, that would reflect on the | 


republicans in any way, he would not ask 
for any further conference. Mr. Carlisle 
of Kentucky, said that the pending resolu- 
tion was not intended toimply the slightest 
imputation on the committee on elections. 
Representive Belford, of Colorado, rose to a 
point of order, and remarked that he did not 


wish to be understood as favoring the accep- |

Mr. Belford, in response, said he would take 
his seat at the command of the speaker, but 
he desired to repel any intimation 
that he was proceeding in viola- 
tion of any laws of the house. 
A stormy scene ensued on the republican 
side, and many of the members disapproved 


speaker's gavel was in constant use. Finally, 
after about fifteen minutes’ confusion the 
house, at 4:15 adjourned, and the republicans 
wentinto caucus. 

The house committee on judiciary to-day 
directed Representative Willetts, of Michi 
gan, to report to the house a bill to provide 
tor running and markinga boundary line be- 
tween the state of Texas and the territory 
of the United States from the northeast cor- 
ner of said state to a degree of longitude one 
hundred west from London and 23 degrees west 
from Washington, as the line is described in 
the treaty between the United States and 
Spain of February 22d, 1819, The bill pro- 
vides that the commission to be appointed by 
the United States shall act in conjunction 
with the commission appointed by the state 
of Texas witha view of settling the facts 
upon which the question of dispute rests, the 
action of the jointcommission not to be con- 
clusive until ratified by congress. 

WAREHOUSING BONDS, 

In the senate, Mr. Bayard reported, from 
the finance committee, a modification 
of the measure recently reported by 
him as a substitute for the house bonded 
spirits bill. He said the amended bill now 
reported contained modifications which had 
been prepared in conjunction with the 
treasury department, relating to bonds 
to be given for an extended warehousing 
period, and providing warehousing regula- 
tions as to spirits made from grapes, apples 
and peaches. Upon Mr. Bayard’s suggestion 
the measure was ordered printed as a substi- 
tute for the house bill on the subject. He 
added that he would probably call it up early 
next week. An order was made for adjourn- 
ment from to-day till Monday. 

The senate bill to reimburse the Creek or- 
phan tund was further considered, but finally 
went over withgut action upon the expira- 
tion of the morning hour. ‘The senate bill to 
provide for the removal of obstructions to the 
free navigation of the navigable waters of the 
United States passed, and the senate then re- 
sumed consideration of the Japanese indem- 
nity fund bill. Several amendments were of- 
fered. Without action on the bill or amend- 


ments the senate, at 4:40 p. m.. adjourned tiil

THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 


Conferences on the Existing Deadlock—UBoth Parties 
ip Debate. 

Wasuincton, May 26.—The republican cau- 
cus committee having reached no conclusion 
at the meeting which was held last night, the 
question, ‘‘How long is the deadlock to con- 
tinue?’ was heard on all sides of the house 
of representatives to-day. The committee on 
rules held a secret session this morning, and 
while the members are disposed to say noth- 
ing as to what was considered, it has been 
learned that the question under discussion 
was in regard tothe existing deadlock, the 
members of both parties taking active par- 
therein. 

A conference of leading democratic mem- 
bers was held subsequent to the adjournment 
of the committee on rules, at which represent 
tatives Randall, Kenna, Carlisle, Blackburn, 
Springer and others were present. At this 
conference the whole subject was discussed, 
particular attention being given to the ques- 
tion as to how far the party could discreetly 
proceed with the introduction of dilatory 
motions in order to prevent a cone 
sideration of the Mackey vs_ Dibble 
contested election case. It was unan- 
imously agreed that the minority 
would be justified in continuing its present 
course indefinitely; that 1t was injustice to 
endeayor to force action upon a case in dis- 
pute; that the only desire of the minority was 
that the case should be properly investigated, 
and unless that could be obtained the re- 
sponsibility rested alone with the majority. 
Shortly after 3 o’clock the conference 
committee agreed upon a resolution propos- 
ing a special committee of five members be 
appointed by the chair to enquire into the 
authority and validity of the affidavits sub- 
mitted in the contested case of Mackey ys. 
O'Conner. Representative Blackburn was di 
rected by the conference committee to submit 
the same to the house, and ask that it be re- 
ceived by the majority in the same spirit ot 
fairness by which it is intended by the mem- 
bers of the minority. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the 
house to-day, a caucus of the republen 
members was held in the hall of the house of 
representatives. There was an exceptionally 
large attendance. Previous to the caucus a 
number of republicans were disposed to 
doubt the expediency of the policy which 
the party had adopted, and several intimated 
that they were not in favor of continuing the 
existing status, in short that the time had 
come fora compromise. After the members 
of the election committee had been heard in 
explanation and vindication of their action, 
this feeling of donot seemed to disappear, and 
as the debate progressed some of those who at 
the outset appeared disposed to be conserva- 
tive, took ground with the most radical 
in urging iA strict adherence to 
the present policy. After considerable 
debate, in which, with but two exceptions, 
all counselied a continuation Of tae s'roggte 
until the minority should submit to the will 
of the majority, Mr. Reed, ot Maine, ol) ed 
the following preamble and resviution lO be 
offered in the house to-morrow, and they 
were unarimously udopied A ,prop sition 
having been submitted to the house by Mr. 
Blackburn, of Kentucky, on bebalt of the 
minority, the majority submit the following:

He was 
followed by Dr. Girardeau, whose speech was 
listened to with breathless interest. W “en 
the vote was announced, 81 yeas to42 nays, it 
was fully anticipated. In the evening session 
the telegram of greeting from the Springfield 
assembly was read, with much satisfaction, 
but the reading of the accompanying dispatch 
relating to the exception of expressions re- 
garding ‘‘loyalty’’ served to dampen the 
effect of the announcement. An awk- 
yard feeling overspread the assembly 
which was only relieved by the reference of 
the papers to the committee on foreign cor- 
respondence. The reply is intended to make 
a murky matter clearer, if, indeed, the north- 
ern assembly desires it to be any clearer. 
Fraternal greetings were received from 
the general conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south, and 
a suitable response was returned. 
Dr. Girardeau, from the committee on foreign 
missions, submitted their report. 1t com- 
mended the diligence of the executive coin- 
mittee, reported an increase over last year in 
receipts of eleven thousand dollars; returned 
thanks to Mr. George B. Murray, of Lilinots, 
for a donation of 311,000; urged the necessity 
of raising $100,000 tor the foreign work during 
the year to come; reported an increased cir- 
culation for The Missionary. It also an- 
nounced the settlement of the Cainpenas 
mission matter; urged the definition of the 
powers of evangelists in the foreign field. 
The committee elected Dr J. Leighton Wilson, 
secretary of the tureign missionary work. Dr. 
McIlwaine retiring. The separation of the 
foreign and home missions executive com- 
mittee is ordered. The report was placed on 
the docket, to await future action.. The com- 
mission to whom was: referred the appeal 
of W.S. Turner, from the synod of Georgia, 
reported, through Rev. KE. E. Gordon, its 
readiness to report. The commission con- 
sists of twenty-seven members. The 
appeal grew out of a case in the 
Central Presbyterian church of Atlanta, 
in Which the clerk to the session per- 
mitted one of the witnesses to overlook and 
revise his testimony. The case went from 
the presbytery to the synod, thence to this 
body. The commission ruled that the clerk 
erred in allowing the witness to revise his 
evidence, as there was a proper tribunal besore 
whom the witness might have gone, but as no 
harm 1esulted toward the rights of any one, 
there was no need of action on that point; ih 
regard to the case itself it was referred back 
to the care of the synod. On motion of Dr. 
Lefevre, the report was approved. Dr. J. H. 
Nall read the report of the committee on theo- 
logical seminaries, which exhibited gratitica- 
tion with the reports. In this connection the 
following resolutions were offered by Rev. J. 
R. Jacobs, of Corpus Christi, Texas, and 
unanimously adopted by the assembly: 

‘In view of the alarming fact that while 
within the history of our church never have 
there been so many fields of labor earnestly, 
but vainly, seeking ministers, there appears 
tobe a marked diminution of the increase of 
the number of our candidates for the minis- 
trv. Be it resolved, 

1. Th@t this sad and alarming truth be hereby 
solemnly brought to the serious attention of our 
churches; that they may be led to call more ear- 
nestly aud continually upon God, who, as Lord of 
the harvest, can alone with authority and power, 
lend efficient aid in this our hour of need; that he 
raisefup and qualify among us wany laborers whom 
he will own and bless. 

”» That the church be urged to contribute liber- 
ally of her means for the education of our candi- 
dates for the rainistry 

3. That the attention of Christian parents be di- 
rected tu the especial propriety of bringing at this 
juneture their pious sons before the throne of Di- 
vine grace, and there tendering them unto the 
Lord for his peculiar service. 2 

4. That our mini-ters be recommended to present 
earnestly and faithfuily this general subject before 
their several charees, thus laying before the 
younger men and middle aged in ourchurch the 
urgent necessity for an increase of mborers among 
us. ° 

This was followed by the report of the com- 
mittee on the Revised Directory for Worship. 
It was recommended that a committee should 
he appuinted, whose duty it shall be to report 
to the assembly of 1853, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all criticism upon the work. The com- 
mittee was instructed to prepare the work with 
a view to its final adoption by the assembly. 

THE PARK CASE. 

ihe business on the table being thus dis- 

posed of, the unfinished business was the con- 


sideration of the Park case, the pending ques- 


tion being the expressions of opinion by the 
members or cali of the roll. Mr. E. P. Pal- 
mer regarded it as a question of conserving 
law on the one hand and of policy on the 
other.

There is no tear, & was indicated by my dis- 
tinguished brother from South Carolina. that 
the church would be Africanized. If then, 
leaving a man of color in the possesson of 
his rights will Africanize the church then let 
it be Africanized. 

Mr. J. J. Johnson did not think it a politi- 
cal. question, but an ecclesiastical one. [am 
notafraid of danger from VPark’s status asa 
minister. Weare capable of self-protection, 
and when the danger comes we can meet it. 
Mr. C. W. Lane, of Athens, said that all de- 
sire the best interests of our colored brethren, 
and some of the best practical workers for 
them are opposed to the right of Park to vote 
The negro, though living with us, is as essen’ 
tially in this foreign field as any of the peo 
ple towhom we send missionaries. Dr. Sta- 
cey pointed out that discrimination would 
affect the colored church as 
well as the colored minister, so 
it would bring up the question, “‘ what is the 
status of the colored church?” To be a min- 
ister he must belong tothe chnrch. If Park 
is a minister he must be in church connec- 
tion. With whatchurch? Suppose he were 
to commit a disciplinable offense, who would 
try him? He should be tried by the body of 
which heisa membcr. Mr. W. A. Carter 
suggested that to puta negro where God didn't 
intend to put him, would be to do him an in- 
jury. It would burden the “yom any presby- 
tery. Mr. B. F. Wilcox said we bad nothing

Dr. Girardeau—I have never ceased to feel 
for the colored people the best of feeling. 
Going home from prison after the war, th 
first application I received to preach was from 
my Old colored congregation. They received 
ive demonstratively. They asked for cqual 
rights in the session. I asked them whether 
they should sit upon the admission of a white 
lady. ‘They said they would. I then asked 
them if a white ladv was to be disciplined if 
they would ciaim the right tos.t. They said 
they would. Then I said: ‘‘Carry my fare- 
well to my old flock. Ichabod—your glory is 
departed.”’ They subsequently retracted this 
position and | preached for them until 1874 
when, under the recent action of the assembly, 
I told them they were free to develop for 
themselves. Young Africa took the hint anc 
went. They areignorant. They can memor- 
ize, but they cannot analyze. Were they, 
with their ignorance, to be admitted to rule. 
They were like children. I favored for them 
a congregational development, with the lower 
offices until such time as they could organize 
for themselves. I advocated this in the 
South Carolina synad, on the basis of organic 
congregational connection until trained. My 
views were defeated. The matter was brought 
up inthe general assembly of 1869, when it 
was ‘‘resolved, that while not prescribing anv 
particular standard of attainment, we would 
recommend that presbytery license such col- 
ored men, with whose piety, motives for seek- 
ing the ministry and aptitude to teach they 
be satisfied, to preach the gospel among their 
own race, and as soon as the way be clear that 
they ordain and setoff such ministers to con- 
stitute a presbytery to themselves.’ To un- 
derstand the danger of negro rule you must 
have lived on the seaboard when we were 
brought to the verge of absolute destruction. 
Place them ifn the church and the same 
scénes will be re-enacted. The northern 
church may capture our presbyteries.

The Reply Framed tothe Vitimatum of England and 
Prance—Micnael Davitt’s Recent Letter—The 
Irish Question in Parliament—Latest In- 
telligence From the Old World. 


Lonpon, May 26.—In the house of com 
mons this afternoon, on Sir Wilfred Lawson, 
radical, protesting against the liberal govern- 
ment upholding the integrity of the Ottoman 
empire, and asking a pledge that force shall

Plikely that force will be neeessary. He 


said it was inconsistent with the public in- 
terest and views of the other powers not to 
waintain the sovereignty of the sultan. The 
government have always objected to separate 
action, which would be doubly objectionable 
in thisinstance en account of our intimate 
relations with France. He deprecates further 
discussion of the matter. 

Sir Charles Dilke, under foreign § sec- 
retary, stated that the ultimatum de- 
livered to Mahmoud Baranrdi by 
the agents of England and France, is sub- 
stantially as pubiished, except the words 
‘‘menacing Europe,’’ which should read, 
‘menacing Egypt.’’ He refused to state 
whether or not the ultimatum was sent with 
the consent of the porte. Sir William Har- 
court, home secretary, replying to Mr. Gorst, 
conservative member for Chatham, stated 
that the government had no intention of tak- 
ing steps respecting the recent speech 
of Michael Davitt at Manchester. 
Mr. Trevelyan, chief secretary for  Ire- 
land, stated that the cases of the 
imprisoned suspects were continually under 
consideration. Nearly seventy have been re- 
leased during the past fortnight. On motion 
for adjournment of the house a warm discus- 
sion ensued concerning the evicted tenants of 
Lork Cloncurry. Mr. Dillon said he was will- 
ing togive a pledge thatno violence wouid 
result if huts were allowed to be erected so as 
to suve the evicted persons from going to the 
work house. Mr. Trevelyan said that the 
evicted numbered 215 families. Huts could 
be erected for their shelter, but he said that 
intimidation would be sternly inflicted. The 
house then adjourned. 

A NEW JUDGE, 

Sir Charies Bowen, at.present judge of the 
court of queen's bench, will succeed the late 
Sir John Halker as lord justice of the high 
court of the queen’s bench of appeals. 

A memorial, signed by 47 liberal members 
of parliament, has been presented to Mr. 
Gladstone, urging a reduction of the period 
in which the repression bill shall be in force 
and a modification of the clauses in regard to 
intimidation, public meetings and the press. 

Albert Young, who was recently arrested 
for writing a jetter to General Sir Henry Pon- 
sonby. private secretary to the queen, threat- 
ening the life of her majesty, has been sen- 
tenced to ten years’ penal servitude. : 

THE EGYPIIAN QUESTION, 

The ultimatum of the English and French 
governments further prescribes the interning 
in the interior of Egypt of Abellah Pasha 
and Ali Fehmy Pasha, who, next to Arabi 
Bey, are leaders of the military party. Dip- 
lomats here consider it almost certain that 
the ministry and military party will reject 
the ultimatum. It is reported that Arabi 
Bey is firmly resolved not to submit. The 
agents of England and France have been 
summoned to Ismail palace. It is reported 
that the ministry have referred the demands 
ot England and France to the sultan. 

THE EMPEROR AND VON BEUST. 

VIENNA, May 26.—An autograph letter 
from the emperor: Francis Joseph to Count 
Von Beust is officially published, granting 
the request of the latter to be relieved from 
the post of Austria-Hungarian ambassador at 
Paris and placed on the retired list. The 
emperor acknowledges in most flattering 
terms the eminent services of Count Von 
Beust. 

Paris, May 26.—M. Victor Cherbuliez has 
been received at the French academy to fill 
the seat held by the late M. Dutfiaiure. 

THE ACTION OF THE CABINET. 
Special Dispatch to ‘Ihe Constitution. 

Catro, May 26.—The president of the coun- 
cil of ministers, has sent the following note 
to the khedive: ‘‘Your acceptance of the 
ultimatum is contrary to the unanimous ad- 
vice of your ministers. As an admission of 
the intervention of foreign powers, this inci- 
dent constitutes an infringement of the 
rights of the sultan. We, therefore, 
tender our resignations.’ The minis 
try has sent the following reply 
to the agentsof Englandand France: ‘‘Yuur 
note trenches upon internal questions in re- 
gard to which the powers have recognized our 
liberty ofaction. The Egyptian government 
and tne Khedive are unable to discuss these 
poinis Without infringing upon im- 
perial firmuans and international 
treaties, and without compromising 
the organic laws of the country. The 
government will always be happy to follow 
your triendly counsels, but regrets in the 
present Case its inability to comply with your 
note. If your governments believe that the 
question raised by you is not exclusively in- 
ternal, they submit it to the great powers 
under whose sovereignty Egypt is piaced.’’ 
Tne khedive has accepted the resignation of 
the ministry.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Itis understocd that 
Secretary Lincoln has approved the recom- 
mendation of Judge Advocate General Swaim 
for a mitigation of the sentence of Lieutenant 
Flipper, wuo was convicted of gross violation 
of army regulations and sentenced to dismis- 
sal from the service.

| THE CHURCH NAME, 


The Last Day of the Southern Methodist Conference 
a at Nash ville. ’ 
_ NASHVILLE, May 26.—In the general con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, yesterday, the report of the committee 
on revisal, besides submitting a recommenda- 
tion that the word “south” be eliminated 
from the name of the church, proposed to 
change the name from Methodist Episcopal to 
Episcopal Methodist. Judge hitworth 


‘favored the change because the question on 


which separation was based was dead, and he 
thought ifthe name was changed 400,000 ne- 
groes in the south would join the church. but 
would not do it as long as it retained its pres- 
ent name. Dr. W. R. Brown, of California, 
wanted the name changed because - it 
was objectionable to the western people. 

J. Wofford Tucker, of Florida, said names 
had in them history, and history crystalizes 
itself into ereeds. Although it is claimed 
that the word south, in connection with our 
chureh, is no longer applicable; if it was 
called by another name, we will confuse the 
subject in the mind. Were not nine-tenths 
of the members south of Mason and Dixon’s 
line? 

P. A. Peterson, of Virginia, said they would 
have to discard sentiment and look at facts. 
The suffix ‘‘south’’ would haye never 
added to our name but to distimgnish it from 
the M. E. church. Our mission is to plant 
our church in every section of the country, 
and not alone in the south, as our name 
would seem to indicate. 

EK. K. Miller, of Missouri, said a change in 
name was demanded. Noone could visit the 
northwest and view things as they exist, and 
deny this. : 

J. D. Shaw, of Texas, said he wanted the 
polity, doctrines and name of our church te 
be forall the world. It is our commission to 
go into the whole world. This is the “great 
commission.” He said we are too much 
limited; our success demands this change. 

W. W. Bennett, of Virginia, spoke strongly 
against the change, saving it was a surrender. 

Anson West, of Alabama, said he thought 
that there were not much agitation on the 
subject. He favored indefinite postponement 
because he did not want the matter agitated. 
We are not claiming the whole world, and es- 
pecially the northern part of our country. 
That was simply poetry. We would gain 
nothing by a change. They would still be 
called ‘that old rebel church.” The line was 
there and would stay there till they were dead 
and buried. 

Dr. McFerrin read the following in lieu of 
the report of the committee and moved its 
adoption. 

Iiesolved, That the matter of the change of 
the Methodist Episcopal church south, to the 
Episcopal church be referred to the various 
annual conferences by the bishops during 
the ensuing four years, and that they report 
the result to the general conference in 1886, 
and further 

Resolved, That the church name, if chang- 
ed shall be the Methodist Episcopal church 
of America. 

Dr. J. E. Evans, of Georgia, moved to 
amend by making the name Methodist Epis- 
ecopal church of Christ. This amendment 
was not accepted. The substitute prevailed 
by a rising vote of 105 to 40. 

THE ADJOURNMENT. 

Bishop McTyeire suggested that the hour of 
adjournment was at hand. The session had 
been a very harmonious one, and. suggested 
thatit be closed with devotional exercises. 
He lined out as a closing hymn that song of 
Charles Wesley’s, beginniug: 

‘‘And let our bodies part, 
To distant lands repair.”’ 

It was sung with trué devotion. Dr. Me- 
Anally offered a fervent prayer; touching the 
hearts of many. 

‘‘Let me love Thee more and more,” was 
then sung during which a great deal of emo- 
Lion was manifested by the members. 

Dr. McAnally advanced to Dr. McFerrin, 
and they clasped each other, while the tears 
ran down theircheeks. He then clasped the 
hand of each of the bishops after the true 
Methodist style. There were few dry eyes in 
the audience. 

In concluding the exercises, Bishop Mc- 
Tyeire pronounced the general conference 
adjourned sine die, to be succeeded by 
by another consisting of an equal number of 
ministers and laymen, to be elected according 
to law, and to meet on the first Wednesday 
in May, 1886, in the city of Richmond, Va. 

_ The doxology was then sung, and Bishop 
Pierce pronounced the benediction.

1 acre in Irish potatoes, 200 bushels; }4 acre 
in onions which will produce, least calcula- 
tion, 10 barrels, worth $5.00 per barrel, '4 acre 
peanuts estimated production 25 busbels; 2 
wcres in cantaloupes and watermelons; 1 acre 
in early and late cabbage, 44 acre in ribbon 
cane will bring $200, sold right here by the 
stalk; 1 acre in strawberries ought to bring at 
least $100, and numerous other staple and 
fancy vegetables, which time and space for- 
bids me to mention. In answer to the ques- 
tion as to how he would be able to dispose of 
such a quantity of vegetables around Griffin 
where most every one has a vegetable garden 
of their own, he replied: “‘] know the 
increasing demand, and have been watching 
it for some time and have made my caleula- 
tions accordingly. If, however, I should fail 
to find a ready sale here, I can easily 
dispose of the entire crop in Atlanta, 
where there is always a demand for such 
thines.”’ 

Mr. Clark does not confine hiinself strictly 
to the two enterprises already mentioned, but 
has in cultivation outside of those, about two 
hundred acres in wheat, corn, oats, cotton, 
etc.. and he expects soon to engage in fancy 
stock raising.

Te Exploits and Performances atthe New Orleans 
Interstate Drill. 
€pecial Correspondence of The Constitution. 

New Ortrans, May 25.—No doubt a little 
news from New Orleans’ great interstate drill, 
which took place yesterday, will be read with 
interest by many Georgia soldiers, Hearing 
somuch of the far-famed Orescent Rifles, 
expected, of course, to see some grand drill- 
ing. However, it was nothing more than an 
ordinary Georgia state fair drill. All the 
prizes amounted to $1,750. The -entries were 
as follows: Washington Guard, Galveston, 
Texas: Crescent Rifles, Louisiana Rifles, 
Company A, Washington Artillery, New Or- 
leans, La.; Houston Light Guard, Houston, 
Texas. 

_ First on the ground were the Washington 
Guards, of Graiveston, W. kh. Hall comunand- 
ing. The manual was rather quick and real 
good, The company movements a little 
slow. The captain and men appeared to -be 
very he rvou ‘. Second were the Cre scent 
Kitles, of New Orleans, Captain Harry Allen, 
uniform something like the Gate City Guard, 
of Atlanta, with white heimets with gilt 
spikes, and the appearance of this company 
was Very im posiby. Belag the pets of New 
Orieans, 0! they were greeted with 
great applause. The manual with numbers 
was very good—the firing was perfect. With- 
out the numbers the manual was very ragzed 
at times, going from a support to a right- 
shoulder their heads would shake very much 
but not having any plumes this did not show 
much; going from a secure to a carry they 
would turn the piece with the right hand be- 
fore vrasping it.with the left. Fix and unfix 
bayonet was not well done; stacking and tak- 
ing arims Was very poor indeed, some of the 
men would stoop so their heads would 
be lower than the bayonets. The firings while 
standing were perfect; in the kneeling if was 
poor; they would stoop. This could have 
been avoided had they put their elbow on top 
of the knee. In fire iying down was very 
good, but in rising was very poor. In fire 
lying down I noticed’ every commander had 
instructed his men to put their faces on the 
ground; they should look to the front. 
‘Troops will never be permitted to lie down 
when the enemy, advancing to the attack, ar- 
rives Within effective range.’’ Upton. When 
the men have their faces on the ground and 
in this blindfolded state they never would 
Know when the enemy are in effectual range; 
they ought to .have a chance to ‘peep’’ any 
way. The Crescent Ritles in the company 
movements were On an average very good. 
Forming fours from double to single rank in 
double tame was very poor. Marching in col- 
umn of fours, obliqueing and all flank move- 
ments were perfect. Right by tile they lost 
the step on the right or left into line. Right 
or leit front into line, in double 
and single rank, double and = quick 
time was good, but the men would every 
time over run the guides. Marching in line 
and wheeling in sinzle and double rank dou- 
ble and piaic k time was poor. Piatoon move- 
ments were all verv) good. Right and left 
into line wheel they lost space, on the former 
they lost about seventy inches. Captain 
Allen bandled his company with the greatest 
of ease; his guides are good as any comiand- 
er would wish. First Sergeant Cobb 
First Sergeant Rheinhart of the: Gate City 
Guard—ie is smali but in the right place. 
All the Crescent Rifles are young men and 
deserve credit. In the eyening from 
$ to 10 o'clock they would be on levee hard at 
work; sleep in the armory—back ayvainin the 
morning at oo'clock, This pluck and ener- 
vy is what inakes the solcier and company. 
Next came the Louisiana Lifles, with United 
States regulation uniform. They looked like 
business. Captain Woods started off with a 
mistake. He wanted w have the company 
inspected ata carry, but the judges did not 
agree with him. So he got revenge by not 
closing his cartridge-boxes, marching his men 
around to show that they mere “real cartridge 
boxes” and nut*loacded.”” The manual was fair. 
At the comand fire lving down, all went 
down but tiie captain. de went to fire kneel- 
ing and stopped. The company movements 
were some of them the best on the field— 
marching in line could not be beat; in wheel- 
ing they were perfect; in platoon movements 
they cleaned everything. Captain Wood and 
his officers are handsome. They looked and 
marched like West Pointers. ‘his is the only 
company the men were not perinitted to over- 
run the guides Nextcume the Washington 
artillery of New Orleans. They made a neat 
appearance, but being from the artillery 
nothing much could be expected of them. 
Next came the Houston Light Guard, of 
Houston, Texas, Captain Thomas Scurry. 
This isa fine company, and made a good 
show. The manual was poor at times and 
rather fast. Fix and untix bayonet. was per- 
fect, only in returning to the order they car- 
ried their left haad to the right side. The 
piece should change from the left to the right 
eee in front and center of the body. Stack- 
ing and taking arms was perfect; on this they 
were the best. In the company’s movements 
they did very well. Onan average they did 
as well asany companyinthe field. Houston 
ought to be very proudot thiscompany. They 
are very young, and if Captain Seurry will 
littie more, he can

The proceedings of the independent repub- 
lican convention held on Wednesday in Piail- 
adelphia show that the trouble within the 
party in Pennsylvania is really a contest for 
supremacy between Mr. Blaine and the sstal- 
warts.

field’s nomination. He was, if anything, 
more pointed in his attacks on the adminis- 
tration than on bossism in his own state. 
Eulogies of Garfield and denunciations of the 
spoils system and ‘‘son’’ politics went to- 
gether in the convention. We cannot better 
show the spiritof the convention—which was 
unmistakably representative—than by giving 
entire the three central resolutions of the 
adopted platform:

Hethensays: ‘Mr. Stephens now hangs his 
candidacy alone upon the action of the con- 
vention of July 19th. Of course the platform

Mr. Willingham has 
taken the only sensible and courageous course 
open to his associates. 

It is refreshing to note just here that Colonel 
Lamar, of the Macon Telegraph, and Mr. Wil- 
lingbam have joined hands in opposing Mr. 
Siephens. Mr. Willingham objects to Mr. 
Stephens because he is the candidate of the 
“‘organized’’ democracy. Mr. Lamar because 
he isthe candidate of the coalitionists.

CHEAPER POSTAGE. 

The house committee on post-offices and 
post-roads have reported a bill to reduce the 
rate of postage to two cents per half ounce, 
with one cent for each additional half ounce 
This was done on the ground that the cheaper 
the postage the larger the correspondence. 
Such a reduction might temporarily diminish 
the revenue of tHe post-office department, 
but the history of all previous reductions in 
this country is to the effect that the increase 
in business soon offsets any defi- 
ciency. The people are heavily 
taxed, and cheap postage at the hands of the 
government would prove a balm in many in- 
stances. 

Postmaster-General Howe also favors the 
carrying free of allnewspapers and magazines. 
He favors this because he foresees an actual 
surplus for the next fiscal year of $1,500,000 in 
the postal revenue, and the postage last year 
on newspapers and magazines came to about 
$1,400,000. A newspaper is an_  edu- 
cator, a source of information and 
inteiligence. It ranks with the schouls, and 
any measure that lessens its cost should asa 
rule have a tendency to the production of a 
better article. Better newspapers and better 
magazines would be a public benefit beyond 
all question; and we hope we are not wholly 
selfish when we express the hope that this 
great country willin this respect follow the 
example of Canada. Newspapers and maga- 
zines now go to subscribers in Canada 
free of postage, and the adoption of a similar 
policy in this country would not have a ten- 
dency to lower the standard of information 
or degrade citizenship. It would be fully as 
much a concession to the people as to news- 
paper publishers. Congress ean well afford to 
reduce in one bill letter postage, and abolish

ple would sanction both propositions by a 
large majority.

The reasons which form the 
basis of our contemporary’s objection to Mr. 
Stephens as the democratic candidate for 
governor are given at some length, and these 
we propose to examine carefully and impar 
tially. Thearticle of the Telegraph is too 
lengthy for reproduction here, but we do not 
propose to give our contemporary an oppor- 
tunity to say that we have stated its reasons 
unfairly. 

The first reason the Telegraph gives is, that 
notwithstanding Mr. Stephens’s letter, in 
which he repudiates the coalition of republi- 
eas and independents and announces that 
under no circumstances will he antagonize 
the organized democracy, his candidacy 
comes in questionable shape. His name had 
not been announced in the press and had not 
been publicly connectedjwith the gubernato- 
rial nomination in Georgia, ‘‘until the mem- 
orable race between Farrow and Colquitt as to 
which should reach Washington first and offer 
‘him the position.” With respect to the 
‘‘memorable race,’’ Mr. Stephens declares that 
Governor Colquitt never offered him the posi- 
tion, and he has repudiated, as it deserved, 
the offer of Farrow and other members of the 
coalition. The point to this “‘reason’”’ of the 
Telegraph is that Mr. Stephens’s name has 
not been, until recently, widely advertised as 
a possible democratic candidate, therefore 
“his candidacy come in questionable shape.” 
It is hardly necessary to multiply words to 
show that this ‘‘reason”’ is no reason at all. 

The second reason. offered by our contem- 
porary is that ‘‘the nomination of Mr. 
Stephens, under the circumstances, would be 
an open confession that troubles, schisms and 
divisions existed within the party which could 
only be allayed and healed by the magic of 
hisname and influence in the lead.’ And 
why, pray? The Telegraph itself says there 
are no troubles and divisions in the demo- 
cratic ranks, and our own information con- 
vinces us that there has never been more per- 
fect harmony in the party.

THE GEORGIA RAILROAD CASE. 


The Argument of the Injunction Case Against the 
Raltlroad Commission. 

Thursday the trial of the case of the Georgia 
railroad vs. the rafroad commission of Georgia was 
commenced at Macon. The court met at 9:30 
o’clock inthe reom of Judge Simmons in the court 
house in Macon. Judge Lawson, of Eatonton, be- 
fore opening the case stated that he was treasurer of 
the Eatonton railroad which railroad was leased to 
the Central railroad and banking company. That 
all the duties required of him were simply to re- 
ceive the rental of the road—fourteen thousand 
dollars per annum from the Central railroad 
and distribute it to the stockholders of the 
Eatonton railroad, but that he_ received 
compensation therefor. He had really until the 
preceding day thought very little about the case, 
butin coming from Eatonten he had concluded 
that possibly there might be some doubt about his 
qualifications to preside, on account of the fact 
that he was connected with the Eatonton road. If 
time he would 
have sent the railroad authorities to another judge. 
While all of the attorneys stated their entire con- 
fidence in Judge Simmons, and their willingness to 
have him sit under such circumstances in a@ case 
that they were representing. it transpired that as 
the state was a party the attorney general] felt that 
he had noright to waive any objections which 
might be raised to the. proceeding. Judge Lawson 
then stated that he could not preside, but felt that 
he had no right to abrogate the order of injunction 
already issued as that would be un- 
fair to the railroads and through no 
fault of theirs, but would turn the case over to any 
judge whom the counsel might desire. General 
Lawton and Colonel Cummings, attorneys for the 
railroad and for Mr. Wadley, after some consulta- 
tion, decided to request Judge Simmons, who was 
then holding court in the same building, to hear 
the motion. Judge Simmons, upon adjourning 
court, ugreed to do so, provided Judge Lawson 
would sit in his stead the next day. 

At twelve o'clock the bill of complaint filed by 
the Georgia Railroad and Banking company and 
William M. Wadley, lessee therefor, againsi 
James M. Smith, Campbell Wallaceand L. N. Tram- 
mell, railroad commissioners of the state of Georgia, 
and Clifford Anderson, attorney general, came up. 
ft charged that the act of 1879 creating the commis 
sion was unconstitutional, and also claimed that 
the Georgia railroad and banking company, nnde: 
a charter granted in 1833, was entitled to charge 50 
centseper hundred pounds for every fifty miles for 
freight, and Scents per mile for passengers, and 
that the railroad commissioners had no right to pre- 
scribe rates. They a'so claimed that the bill shouid 
be heard in a court of equity. They claimed that 
they had the right under their charter to lease the 
privilege of hauling freights and passengers to any 
erson or corporation, aud that the commissioners 
1ad no right to make any rates over their road, or 
to attempt to enforce them. The counsel for the 
commission then read the answer of the commis- 
sioners, in which they denied that the Geor_ia rail- 
road had any right to lease out the right to collect 
tolls on freights, as the language of their charter 
specially stated that the onlv privilege which they 
had a right to farm out was that of collecting tolls 
from passengers. The commissioners also denied 
that they had ever threatened to put into effect on 
the Georgia road, or that they had ever put into 
effect, any such rates. That they had never made 
any specific tariff for the Georgia railroad put 
had made one for all the roads 
in the state of Georgia and upon that 
standard tariff had based the charges necessary to 
make different tariffs for different railroads. That 
tne Georgia railroad had never been threatened 
by them, and consequently had no right in a court 
of equity, and that, furthermore, under the code ef 
Georgia a judge could not grant any bill of restraint 
against the commissioners as thay were not a court 
but merely acting as agents of the legislature in 
carrying out the law, and on these last grounds the 
commissioners demurred tothe bill of the com- 
plainants. As the railroad had complained that 
the ratesgiven by the commissioners in circular 20 
and 21 were unreasonable and unjust, the commis- 
sioners stated several ciicumstances to prove the 
justice of their fates. Among others they showed 
that the Georgia railroad cempany carried a bar- 
rel of flourfrom Atlanta to Augusta for three cents 
a barrel when it was carried from Cincinnati to 
Charleston, but thatthe Georgia railroad charged 

Sig? . : 
an A tanta miller forty twocents a barrel for haul- 
ing the same freight, and that even by circular 20 
the road now receives 28cents a barrel from an At- 
lanta miller forhauling the same “yy They show 
that under the rates of circular 20 the unjust dis- 
criminations heretofore practiced against Georgia 
millers, corn growers and dealers was to a con- 
siderable extent abated and at the some time the 
railroad company was permitted to charge a 
very much higher rate than they 
are now receiving of theirown volition out of the 
rates made by the Southern railway and steamship 
association and Green line, of which the Georgia 
railroad wasa party. They farther showed that the 
Georgia railroad and banking ecmpany was now 
deciaring a dividend of eleven per cent per annum 
on its stock, that they had never before declared 
more than eight per cent, and ordinarily not o: er 
seven, and that even at the diminished rate under 
circular No. 20 the differences to the Geo rail-

They also filed a cross bill in tht ir answer demand- 

ing that Mr. Wm. M. Wadlevand (. H. Phinizy, 
the president of the Georgia railroad company, 
show that Wadley wes the actual lessee of the 1oad, 
and that he was not merely, as they_ believed, the 
representative of the Central railroad com pany and 
of the Louisville and Nashville company. The ob 
ject of the Cross bill was to find out positively who 
did lease the Georgia railroad. If the Senta rail- 
road company had leased it and Mr. Wadley was 
merely their representative then they held that the 
lease was in defiance of the constitution of the 
state which expressly prohibits any railroad com- 
pany from leasing another railroad by which com- 
petition is lessened. Colonel Cummings and Gene- 
ral Lawton, attorneys forthe road, declined to 
answer the cross billand filed a demurrer to the 
answer of the commissiovers. Upon this the case 
was to be called. Judge Simmons adjourned until 
three o’clock. The original restraining order was 
granted by Judge Lawson and the provisions of the 
circulars have not been enforced on the Georgia 
railroad yet. The commissioners filed a croes bilk 
in their answer and demurred to the original bili 
because there was no case against them. To this 
cross bill and demurrer the railroad company de- 
murred. 

The argument was opened at three o’clock by 
Colonel J. B. Cummings, of Augusta, who occupied 
about two hours. Colonel P. L. Mynatt, of Atlanta, 
counsel for the commissioners, replied inan argu- 
ment of the same length. The court adjourned at 
7:30 p.m., to meet yesterday morning, when ex- 
Govern or Smith, chairman of the railroad commis- 
sion,and Hon. Clifford Anderson, attorney-gen- 
eral, were expected to appear for the commissioners, 
and General A. R. Lawton was to speak for the rail- 
road. Thedecision will be made in the case in a 
few days. 

THE GEORGIA RAILROAD CHARTER. 

The charter of the Georgia railroad and banking 
company, was originally granted for thirty-six 
years and expired in 1869, but it has been continued 
on sufferance by consent of the legislature, 
and there is no fear that the charter’ will 
be forfeited as there is no such effert 
being made by the commissioners or the attorney- 
general. The question really is whether the Geor- 
gia railroad is under the control of the legi-lature 
in accordance with the act of 1863 and the provis- 
ions of the constitution of 1877, or whetherit has 
the right in p-rpetuity to charge the retes granted 
it fifty yearsago. li it comes under the law of 1863 
ard the constitution of 1877, the commission ean fix 
the rates. Thisisthe main point and there is no 
uneasiness felt by the railroad authorities or any 
one else as to any forfeiture of the charter. 

WHO THE CASE IS TRIED BY. 

Judge Simmons is a man of marked ability, both 
asalawyeranda judge. He has been president of 
the state senate, and is & mun i of 
about forty years of age and is of commanding fig- 
ure. General A. R. Lawton is attorney for the 
Central and Mr. Wadley, and isa man of perhaps 
sixty years of age He was quartermaster-gcneral 
of the confederacy. resides at Savannah and isa 
lawyer ofability. Major Joseph B. Cummings, the 
attorney, is attorney for the Georgia road and was 
at one time president of the Georgia senate. He is 
about forty-three vears ofage. Ex-Governor James 
M.Smithis about fifty-five years of age is one of 
the most convincing speakerse@nd able lawyers in 
the state. He hasbeen speakerof the Georgia 
house, wasa confederate congessman and gover- 
ernor of the state. He is chairman of 
the Georgia railroad commission. Colo- 
nel P. L. Mynatt was a colonel in the 
confederate army, is about forvy-five years of age, 
of large frame, and is regarded as one of the finest 
corporation lawyers in Georgia. Attorney-General 
Anderson is about fifty years of age, and is an able 
lawyer. These gentlemen, all of from medium 
size to large proportious, form a galaxy that no bar 
can surpass, and theis abilitv is all called into play 
in settling this importaut case. Whichever way it 
is decided it will goto the supreme court, and the 
end of it will not be for quite a while yet.

What the Malley Boys are Trying to Prove as te the 

3 Whereabouts of Jennie Cramer. 

New Haven, May 26.—May Jane Clark was 
the first witness called. She testified that she 
saw a young lady near Savin Rock between 6 
and 7 p.m. on August 4th. ‘‘My mother and 
my sister were with me,’’ the witness said. 
“My sister remarked, ‘What a pretty girl.’ 
Her face was very pale. Her hair was dark 
and banged. The young lady looked very 
modest. She wore a white dress, a light hat 
eat on the back of her head. What drew my 
attention Was the upper part of the waist. It 
wasa yoke waist laced. It looked to me as 
though it was the only covering for the shoul- 
ders and the arms. saw the dead girl's 
clothing at West Haven, and I think it was 
the same. Miss Cramer's picture strongly re- 
sembles the young lady seen by me on that 
day.” 

Frederick C. King was next called. He 
testified that he was a clerk at the Bradford 
Point house in August last. He saw Walter 
Malley and a lady there Friday evening, Au- 
gust 5th, at a quarter past nine o'clock. He 
was positive of the time, for he looked at the 
clock. He had been qutriding. He was not 
there when they came, but the hostler said 
they came ina buggy. After they had gone 
he saw their names in a hotel register. 

THE REGISTER LOOKED AT, 

The register was produced. It bore the fol- 
lowing entries: 

“Friday, August 5th, 1881.—W. E. Malley, 
New Haven, extra supper; Miss A. Douglass, 
New York; George b. Ansonia, carried to 
Saturday; O. A. Hawley, Ansonia, carried to 
Saturday; W. H. Randall, Ansonia, carried to 
Saturday; FE. H. Hotchkiss, Ansonia, carried 
to Saturday; J. Cramer.” 

“WE. Malley, New Haven; Miss A. Doug- 
lass, New York; J. Cramer,’ and the words, 
“Carried to Saturday,’ seem to be written in 
the same handwriting. They are written in a 
careless, flowing hand, with a backward ten- 
dency in the J. Cramer.”’ The names ‘Clark, 
Hawley. Randall and Hotchkiss” are scratch- 
“Hawley, Randall and Hotchkiss’ are 
in the same handwriting. The entries ure 
made at the bottom of the page. Mr. King 
said that the first two names were written by 
Waiter Malley. The four following names 
were entered on Saturday by mistake, and 
were aiterward transferred to their proper 
place under date of Saturday, August 6. The 
name, ‘J. Cramer,’ he thought, was written 
there by some visitor long after the finding of 
the body. 

The witness was questioned particularly 
concerning a conversation with Benjaman F. 
Brady at Newtown, Conn. [Brady was a wit- 
ness for the prosecution. He alleged that 
King tried to bribe him, and that he urged 
him to visit the Malley boys at the jail, say- 
ing that they wanted to see him.] He said 
that Brady and himself were employed at 
Hawley & Sanford’s hotel at Newtown.  Bra- 
dy was a hostlerand he was a hotel clerk. 
“About two weeks after Brady’s discharge,”’ 
he said, “he came to me and said that he 
wanted some private conversation with me. 
He was somewhat intoxicated. He said that 
if I would accept a proposition that he would 
make, I could clear $150. I told him to go 
ahead and state it. He wanted me to ap- 
proach Mr. Malley, Sr., in a quiet way, when 
I next went to New Haven, and intimate that 
for $300 he would be = missing’ from 
the state when he @vas_ wanted. He 
urged me to tell Mr. Malley that he was 
an important witness, and to assure 
him that he had no ill-feelingsagainst the boys. 
He said that if | would do this he would di- 
vide with me. I replied that I didn’t care to 
enter any such arrangement with him, and 
that if he thought his testimuny of so much 
value he had better see the Malleys himself 
He asked me not to repeat the conversation 
toany one. I said that I did not think his 
testimony amounted to much any way. 
believe I said that | would not mention it. 1 
had no further conversation with him. I 
never told him that James Malley or any oth- 
er Maliey wanted to see him, either at the jail 
or elsewhere. I told Messrs. Fox, Blyden- 
burgh and Frank M. Chapman about this 
proposition ten wecks ago. 

Mrs. Maggie Kane took the stand, Shesaid 
that she went to Savin Rock on Friday even- 
ing, August oth, with a Mr. Schussler. They 
got theie between 8 and 9 o’clock. They 
met there Thomas Degnan, John Haswell and 
Nellie Connors. All the party except Mr. 
Schussler rode the flying horses at the 
railroad grove. The witness rode an 
outside horse, and Thomas Degnan 
(supposed to be the man _ with the 
black mustache seen by William KE. Hunter 
and Jennie Kendrick, of Plaintsville) the 
horse at her side. Haswell, Nellie Conners 
and a stranger were in a swinging-box behind 
them. Mrs. Kane said she stumbled as she 
was mounting the horse. [See Jennie Ken- 
drick’s testimony. She and Mr. Hunter took 
her for the girl whose dead body was after- 
ward found on the beach. Degnan had been 
drinking. Mrs. Kane said she wore a light 
dress trimmed with black, a white hat on the 
back of her head, a white feather, and long 
white mitts. She and Degnan made consid- 
erable noise. After riding awhile witness 
asked Marvin, who attended the flying horses, 
to have the horses stopped, but Degnan urged 
him to goon. After she got off she said: 
“My God! I’m paralyzed.”’ Degnan mutter- 
ed something and went off. The witness 
wanted to get rid of him, as he was using vul- 
gar expressions. The rest of the party then 
went to the base ball tent, and the witness 
inquired of an attendant concerning the 
game.

BROAD WILL CASE. 


A Written Story in Which the Old Surveyor Declares 

* That He Wrote the Will—What Sheriff Per-, 

ke"“son and Messrs Scarratt and Cum- 
mings Say-A Full =Zxpose.

Since the indictment of Messrs. Cummings, 
Blacker, Scarratt and Thigpen, charged with 
forging the will of John Broad, the publie 
has been anxious to know whether or not the 
paper is a genuine or spurious document, and 
THe ConstitvTion reporters have therefore, 
been on the qui vive to gather together all de- 
velopments in the case. Late day before yes- 
terday afternoon a member of the reportorial 
staff met Colonei E. F. Hoge, one of the at- 
torneys for the heirs, who are endeavoring to 
have the will set aside, and asked him: 
‘What is the status of the case to-day ?’’ 
“Oh, it could not be better for us,’’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘the will is unquestionably a forgery 
and we will be able to establish that fact be- 
yond a doubt, The will will be set aside and 
a conviction will follow upon the indictment. 
There will be no lack of evidence. In fact, 
one of the indicted four has given the whole 
thing away.” 

“Which one?” 

“Thigpen He has told all about it.”’ 
“Well, [ should Jike to ‘hear the story. 
Can’t you tell me what he says, or tell me 
where I can find him, and I will interrogate 
him.’’ 

“IT don’t know where he is just now,. but he 
will be at my office to-morrow morning, and 
I will give you a chance to talk to him.” 

At the appointed hour the reporter was on 
hand. As he entered the door of Colonel 
Hoge’s office,hesaw Mr.Thigpen bending over 
adesk, busily engaged in writing. Colonel 
Hoge advanced, and after cordially greeting 
the scribe, said: 

‘Please call after a while. Mr. Thigpen is 
now writing a statement which you can see 
when it is finished.”’ 

The reporter took the drop and descended 
the stairway leading to Whitehall, but just as 
he stepped upon the pavement he was halted 
by Sheriff Perkerson, who asked: 

‘‘Have you been in Colonel Hoge's oftice.”’ 

‘*Yes,’’ was the reporter’s reply as he called 
to mind the fact that Mr. Thigpen had not 


been arrested. 

‘Is Thigpen there’”’ 

“IT don’t know. Why?’ 

‘Well, because.”’ 

‘Because why ?”’ 

“None of your business.’ 

‘‘Has Mr. Thigpen been arrested vet?” 

“No.” 

‘‘Are you going to arrest him?’ 

“OF course I am, but I am sorry for the old 
man. He can't give bond, and | guess he will 
have to goto jail. I think, though, that the 
attorneys who are prosecuting the case will 
secure his release upon a nominal bond in 
consideration of a statemeni I hear he has 
made.”’ 

“Did you have any trouble in making the 
arrests ?”’ 

“No. I have arrested only two though. 
When I arrested Fred Cumming’s he signed 
the bond in a school boy’s hand and said: 
‘Does that fist look like counterfeiting Broad’s 
signature?” Mr. Scarrat gave bond without 
any trouble. He seemed to think hard ot me 
for arresting him, and asked me to let him 
take the bond and have it filled out and return 
it the next morning, but I declined todo so.’ 
“You haven’t arrested Blacker yet?” 

“No, and I can’t tell whether he has skip- 
ped the ccuntry or is hiding out; but—’’ 
Just here the reporter left the sheriff, and 
ascending the stairway again, entered Colonel 
Hoge's vifice, from whose hand he reeeived 
the statement which is published herewith. 
As the colenel relinquished the paper he said: 
“That is Thigpen’s statement. Itis hisown 
hand writing and was made.in the presence 
of Acting Solicitor Dorsey, Mr. Alex King, 
Mr. J. E. Hill and myself.”’ 

The statement covered three pages of legal 
cap, and was written ina large, bold, clear 
hand It read: 

J, B. F. Thigpen,, of Atlanta, county of Fulton, 
Stave of Georgia: In view of the situation and 
pending circumstances concerning the Broad will 
case, do, of my own tree will and without any 
coercion, make this statement, giving the facts as I 
know them toexist. [am greatly humiliated to 
confess to the fact that I wrote the will purporting 
to be the last willand testament of John Broad,dur- 
ing the month of July, A D. 1881, at the instance 
and dictation of one Captain Blecker, who came to 
my house aboutll o’clock p.m., and pretended to 
bea detective. and that he wauted me to write a 
will as though it had been written atthe dictation 
of John Broad, some time before the death of Mrs. 
Broad, and wherever I| had forgetten the names of 
any of the relatives of Mr. Broad, or did not know 
what sort of property to make a bequest of and how 
much. Thenand in these eveiuts he hada memo- 
raudato which he kept refering, and told both 
what to bequeath and to whom to give said be- 
quests. On said evening he brought 
a bottle of whisky and paid to me 75 ceuts 
as he said formy trouble in writing it, and after 
writing unul about the hour of three or four 
o'clock a.m., he then promised to give me five dol- 
lars if 1 would put my name tothe forged will. | 
did so, and he took it and started towards his home, 
but he came by my house early next morning and 
came on and bought another bottic of whisky and 
told,me he would call on Sunday morning 
and tuke me over to his house 
to get me to write a deed 
for him and make a map for him of some land 
given to hisjwife by her father, Mr. Peck, of Cobb 
eounty. I wasat his house on Sunday following. 
When I saw how careless he was in showing and 
talking about the paper i wrote for him, | became 
quite uneasy, asi saw he intended to take some 
advaniage of Me or some one else with this paper. 
He said tome two daysafferward as iand he come up 
town together that he could make $1,000 out of the 
will. I then asked him togive it back tome. He 
just iaughed at me and said he would not go back 
on me, but that he would have signers to the paper 
and make it a good will. I was then greatly dis- 
tressed and earnestly begged him to return the 
paper to me and let me destroy it. He 
would not let me have it, but when 
we came to Atlanta and he intimated to Fred Cum- 
mings that for $1,000 he could have a willto come 
up, i then, after hearing bim rebuffed by Cum- 
mings became so frightened tLat I took poison, be- 
came wild and tried to go home, but got lost and 
went three or four miles in the country. Jn fact, 
aiterwards, he told me he had two names to the 
will. He said he put Broad and Gray's 
names there two days before he sent the will to Mr. 
James. [Iam satisfied that he put those two names 
to this forgery because he said he did so, and that 
noman onearth could detect the difference be- 
tween those signatures and theirown. I made the 
willand put my own name, and Blacker did what 
I have before stated. The whole isa forgery, though 
I did not so intend until 1 was forced into it by 
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Agents Butterick’s Patterns.
